Tub  following  leoturea  arc  printod  at  U^  roqa«it  of  th« 
ohttroh  of  wliioh  th«  writer  u  p«tor.     They  were  nol 
originallj  fnteoded  for  pablication,  but  were  delivered 
to  meet  a  peouliar  local  neoemity.     A  moat  powerM 
jreligboa  revival,  daring  the  progreaa  of  which  %  largt 
namber  of  penona  were  hopeAilIy  converted  to  Qod, 
aeemod  likely  to  be  auddenly  arreated  hj,  an  lU-timed 
ditiouaaion  of  the  aubjeot  of  baptiam.    Tho  mlnda  of  th« 
yonng  converta  were  beginning  to  be  diaturbed,  aqd  tb« 
thoughta  of  the  enquiring  diyerted  fW)m  the  great  quat^ 
tion  of  aaWaiion  to  that  of  immeraion.     To  avert  the" 
threatened  evil,  the  writer  publicly  reqaeated  that  during 
the  progreaa  of  the  revival  all  reference  to  thia  i||»b)ect 
might  be  avoided,  ao  that  tho  work  o^od  might  prooaed 
unimpeded.     Hia  reqaeai  waa  miainterpreted,  and  taken 
aa  indicative  of  the  weakneaa  of  hia  cauae,  and  a  oonae- 
quent  fear  of  diaouaaion.     Knowing  anoh  an  impreaaion 
to  prevul  he  annonnoed  hb  intention  of  delivering  a 
looorae  of  leotorea  on  baptiam  at  aome  futore  time;  and, 
after  a  delay  of  neariy  aix  monthai  he  redeemed  hia 
pledge,  mxd  the  ipdtt  ItfM  befatrlgdm  in  anbirtaiiM  ^ 
reanlt.   '
